A party of cavaliers and a lady on horseback, with attendants, 
halting from hawking before an Italian inn, wdth mountainous 
distance ; coloured in a warm tone 

Portrait of three ladies at a window; painted at Rome 

Head of a monk; this masterly study, was in the possession of 
Sir J, Reynolds and Sir Thomas Lawrence, and was highly 
prized by both these great men 

Portrait of the Duke of Cumberland in a blue coat, with a red 
waistcoat; admirably coloured 

Sin pursued by Death; one of the best works of the painter for 
colour and design 

Interior of a cabaret, with a female and four boors drinking and 
smoking ; a capital specimen 

Venus from the bath ; she is standing with her back to the 
spectator, looking over her shoulder, and combing the long 
tresses of her hair; this fine picture was formerly in the 
Orleans gallery 

Christ and the Virgin attended by a choir of angels, appearing 
to St Francis, who is kneeling before an altar in a chapel; 
four angels are kneeling in adoration on either side; a beautiful 
example of this interesting master^ from the Orleans gallery 

Portrait of the painter in a black and red dress, with a black cap, 
holding a sketch book in his hands; painted with wonderful 
force and rich effect 

THE RAISING OF LAZARUS; Christ standing over the 
tomb, with his hands clasped, and his eyes uplifted to heaven, 
five figures looking over from a drapery on the right, to the 
uplifted hands of Lazarus; this noble chef d^oeuvre of Lievens 
is highly commended by Fuseli 

A CONCERT OF FOUR FIGURES; a lady in a crimson 
dress is playing the guitar and singing, a young man in a hat 
and feather, with a horn, and a female standing in the centre, 
and a gentleman in a slashed dress is seated, with a viol di 
gamba before him on the left; this is perhaps the finest work 
of the master in this country, it was formerly in the Orleans 
gallery
